Eisenhower Clears Away Work 
Before Arrival Sunday of Nehru 


WASHINGTON RIE) — President 
Eisenhower today called in more 
than a dozen top advisers to clear 
away work before the visit of In­ 
dian 
Prime Minister Jawaharlal 
Nehru. 
Nehru will arrive Sunday at noon 
from London aboard the Presi­ 
dent’s plane, the Columbine III, for 
a four-day visit. 
Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon will meet him 
at National Airport and escort him 
Immediately to the White House 
for the beginning of vitally impor­ 
tant talks certain to affect future 
U. S. relations with Asia. 
The President was at his desk 
this morning shortly after break­ 
fast for one of his busiest Satur­ 
days in months. 
He called in Budget Director 
Percival Brundage and other aides 
for a morning meeting to discuss 
next year’s legislative program. He 
also scheduled morning meetings 
with Secretary of Commerce Sin 
clair Weeks, Postmaster General 
Arthur S. Summerfield and Direc­ 
tor Allen Dulles of the Central 
Intelligence Agency. 
The President planned an after­ 
noon conference with Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles about the 
results of the NATO Council meet­ 
ing in Paris. 
Dulles and Secretary of Defense 
Charles E. Wilson were scheduled 
to arrive from Paris aboard sep­ 
arate planes early this afternoon. 
Dulles planned to go directly to 
the White House to report to the 
President. 
Mr. Eisenhower spent much time 
Friday conferring with Undersec­ 
retary of State Herbert Hoover Jr. 
and other officials about plans for 
Nehru’s visit. 
Sen.-elect John Sherman Cooper 
(R-Ky), former U. S. ambassador 
to India, told Mr. Eisenhower the 
U. S. stand against Mideast aggres­ 
sion has opened the possibility of 
a “new era” in this country’s re­ 
lations with India and other Asian 
nations.

farms just as good management 
is a pay proposition In tactically 
every line of work. 
Dr. W. E. 
Keepper, dean of the Southern Illi­ 
nois University School of Agricul­ 
ture, who is on leave for a six- 
months agricultural assignment in 
Venezuela, has pointed wit that 
the fundamental objective of farm 
management is to operate a finan­ 
cially successful 
farm business. 
Keepper’s field of specialisation is 
farm management. 
A financially 
successful 
farm 
business is one that makes enough 
money to meet five charges against 
it. These are: 
I. Cash operating expenses for 
feed, seed, taxes, wages, fuel, In­ 
surance, cash repairs and similar 
items. 
2 The going wages for family 
labor 
other than the 
operator, 
charged either directly or indirect­ 
ly- 
3. Returns to the operator equal 
to at least as much as he would get 
if hired to do a similar job. 
4. The going rate of interest on 
all funds invested, both borrowed 
and owned. 
5. Sufficient surplus after meet­ 
ing the above charges to permit 
building the investment back to its 
original value.

Acres Since 1890 


WASHINGTON a r- The Census 
Bureau reported today that Amer­ 
ican farmers are tilling about tv ice 
as much land as they did in 1890, 
but the number of farms remain 
the same. 
In its latest report on American 
agriculture, the bureau said that 
farmers cultivated some 1,158,191,- 
511 acres in 1954, as compared 
with 623,218,619 acres in 1890. 
The bureau said the number of 
U. S. farms in 1954 totaled 4,782,416, 
the lowest total since the 4,564,641 
reported in 1890. 
The bureau said that since 1920, 
the number of farms has declined 
steadily except for a brief increase 
in th* depression yebr of 1935 to 
the ail-time high of 0,800,000.

15 percent can be used for up­ 
keep of the mansion.

rangement was agreed upon when 
the farms were given to the Uni­ 
versity by Robert Allerton. 


Planning before beginning an op­ 
eration is an important part of 
farm management. 
The farmer 
must decide what kii^d of enter­ 
prises are tha best paying for the 
area and for the farm which he 
is using. This involves using land 
for producing those crops which 
are physically and economically 
adapted. 
Crops which are used 
for feed must be "processed” thru 
the kind of livestock which will pay 
best 
Through planning, the farmer is 
able to combine the enterprises 
he chooses so as to use the kind 
and amount of available labor and 
capital in the most productive man­ 
ner possible. This means planning 
enterprises that will keep the farm­ 
er efficiently busy at productive 
work throughout the year. 
"Ef­ 
ficiently” is the key word here 
because there are plenty of exam­ 
ples of persons who work hard and 
long without making money. 
Farm management also should 
be designed to keep the farming 
equipment, buildings, livestock and 
land in productive use as much of 
the time as possible. In this ma­ 
chine age a small farm operator 
can easUy get too much capital in­ 
vested in expensive farming equip­ 
ment which remains idle moat of 
the year, depreciating ail the time 
and tying up funds that could be 
more usefully invested in other 
enterprises for making money out 
of th* farm. 
Planning the farm 
building layout so as to save time, 
space and effort is an important 
part of farm management. 


Illinois Cotton 
Crop to Total 
Nearly Half Million

illinois isn’t 
exactly a cotton 
state, but Illinois cotton growers 
received nearly half a million dol­ 
lars for their 1958 crop. 
Th* State-Federal Crop Report­ 
ing Service hasn't released its fin­ 
al figures on Illinois cotton, but 
the yield is expected to be nearly 
SOO pounds of lint cotton per acre, 
from about 3,000 acres. 
The 1956 market price was about 
35 cents a pound for utility grade 
cotton from Illinois. 
Most of Illinois* cotton produc­ 
tion comes from fewer than 1,000 
farms in the southern tip of the 
state, in Alexander and Pulaski 
counties. At last count there were 
94* farms listed as cotton produc­ 
ers in the two counties. 
A few others are further north, 
scattered about aucb counties as 
Williamson, Massac and Jefferson. 
But there are only three cotton 
gins in Illinois for th* processing 
and haling of cotton lint. 
Two ara located near Cairo, and 


another near Olive Branch, in the 
heart of Illinois' "cotton country,” 
about as far south as Illinois farm­ 
ing can go. 
Illinois cotton is shipped to Mem­ 
phis for movement with Cotton 
Beit cotton to national and world 
markets.

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The aim should be to operate a 
farm business that has sufficient 
volume to permit productive use of 
labor and physical equipment ef­ 
ficiently, better marketing prac­ 
tices, more effective purchasing 
of production supplies and division 
of fixed costs among more units 
of the farm production. There are 
several ways of increasing the vol­ 
ume of a farm business so ai to 
get more efficiency. 
The rates of crop yields and 
livestock production may be rais­ 
ed by improving the soil and crop­ 
ping practices, 
by using better 
quality animals and giving them 
better care. 
The farmer may change from 
extensive crops and livestock pro­ 
grams to those which are more 
intensive, using more labor and 
capital. 
He may acquire the use of more 
land to more efficiently use his 
labor and equipment. 
He may market some farm pro­ 
ducts directly to the consumer so 
as to get a greater share of the 
dollar spent for food by Ute con­ 
sumer. 
* 
He may take off-the-farm jobs, 
such as custom work or part-time 
work, to supplement his farm in­ 
come and use surplus labor not 
productively used on the farm.

SUN SCH LESSON 
Ray 
I Corinthians 12:27-13:13 
GOLDEN TEXT: “Now abideth 
faith, hope, charity, these three; 
but the greatest of these is char­ 
ity.” (I Cor. 13-13) 
INTRODUCTION — A very wise 
man once said: “All loves should 
be simply stepping-stones to the 
love of God.” This is true. Love 
of parents for children, or, chil­ 
dren for parents, should deepen 
their love for God. After all, God 
gave them each to the other. Love 
of husband for wife and wife for 
husband should lead to deeper love 
for God. 
Have you ever stopped to think 
just how necessary love is in this 
world today? The infant and small 
child must have an abundance of 
love if they are to develop normal­ 
ly. The adult must have love to 
be a well-rounded personality. A 
few years ago “Nature Boy” wrote 
a song in which he said: “The 
greatest thing in this world is to 
love and be loved in return.” There 
is a world of truth in that state­ 
ment. 
The verses of today's scripture 
are taken from the “love chapter” 
of the Bible. 
I WHAT GOD GAVE HIS 
CHURCH (12:27-31) 
• 
Every human being is different. 
Every person has different needs, 
God knew this, because He had 
created us. 
Therefore, to meet 
all needs, He called some folks to 
be apostles, some prophets and 
some 
teachers. 
He gave some 
power to perform miracles, while 
others He gave gifts of healing. 
Not all of God’s special servants 
are called for the same purpose. 
Some He gave gifts of adminis­ 
tration. Every Christian has some 
talents that God expects to be used 
to glorify himself. 
None of these is the greatest of 
ell gifts. 
II GOD’S GREATEST GIFT 
(13:1-13) 
Wherever you find trouble, you 
will find a lack of love, lf there 
is enough love, there will be no 
problems in any organization, in­ 
stitution, government, home, or, 
church. The greatest of all gifts 
is love! 
I. “FOLLOW AFTER LOVE” 
(V.l) Some of the people were 
seeking after knowledge and the 
gift of tongues. Paul bere says 
that the one who speaks in tongues, 
speaks not to man, but unto God. 
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He goes further and says that 
there was always an interpreter 
present who could interpret what 
the person was saying when he 
spoke in tongues. (A lady once 
wanted to join our church family. 
She asked if I believed in speak­ 
ing in tongues. I told her, ‘‘yps 
as long as there is someone pres­ 
ent who can interpret the tongue 
(or language) to the audience. We 
often have a person who speaks a 
foreign language come and speak 
through an interpreter to our peo­ 
ple. This was what happened on 
the Day of Pentecost.” That lady 
never did speak in any foreign 
tongue as long as she was with us.) 
Paul is saying that even our 
tongues are to be used in » love­ 
able way. 
2. LOVE EDIFIETH THE 
CHURCH (V. 4-7) Love “suf­ 
fers long.” Love will cause the 
Christian to give the “fallen per­ 
son” a lift. A real Christian will 
never kick a person who is down. 
A real Christian knows that he, 
too, might easily become the “fall­ 
en one,” except he follow God’s 
leadership constantly. 
Love never lets go. We all know 
of mothers who love long after all 
others have ceased to love. Chris­ 
tians should have exactly the same 
attitude. 


3. LASTING LOVE 
(V. 8-13) 
“Love 
never 
fails.” All other 
things Paul mentioned do fail. Pro­ 
phecies, tongues and knowledge all 
fail and vanish away. Love never 
fails! 
Many things we do not under­ 
stand. “Now we see through a 
glass darkly, 
but then face to 
face.” Yes, that is true. One day 
we will understand why all things 
have happened in our lives. 
CONCLUSION - Without love 
this would be a desolate world in 
which to live. Without love any 
person would be miserable. Our 
very loves depend upon love. The 
best way to be loved is to be love­ 
ly. If you want others to love you, 
you must love others. Christ loves 
you, and gave himself for you. 
With him in your heart, you can­ 
not help but love and be loved. 
Try Him !
